studio they are usually accompanied by some 
solemn adult, who insists on their donning 
their best clothes for the occasion, and taboos 
even the most innocent amusements, so that 
the result is pictures of little manikins in 
their stiffest frocks with dolls in starched pet- 
ticoats. Portraits of this kind do not ring true. 

The natural grace of youth atones for 
many shortcomings, and yet what most in- 
terests a mother—no matter how learnedly 
she may be able to talk about arrangement 
and the massing of light or shade—is whether 
the picture is a good likeness or not. By 
this verdict, in her eyes, stands or falls the 
merit of the painting. She wants to see her 
children as she knows them, with an expres- 
sion on their faces with which she is familiar. 
And this is just the stumbling block which 
the skilful portraitist, in some shape or 
manner, has to overcome. 

Every human face has a variety of expres- 
sion, but in the child’s it is endless. The 
slightest disturbance changes the entire cast 
of features, and children are so restless that 
they have to be wooed into confidence and 
attracted by something that holds their in 
terest for half an hour or so at a time, 
in order to retain their greatest charm, the 
look of unconsciousness.

The easiest way to obtain a 
and unstudied pose of an eager-faced 
or demure miss, is for the painter to encour- 
age anything that may serve to occupy atten- 
tion and divert interest from self. He should 
try to observe them closely, while seemingly 
preoccupied with his canvas and brushes, or 
in arranging the various details of his com- 
position. They may be asked to assume the 
selected attitude at short intervals. Or, 
better still, the artist may strive to note the 
effect, and then, whenever he is ready to 
make a few telling touches, try to get the 
little subject to fall naturally again into the 
same position. Even though certain modifica- 
tions may be found necessary, the main effect 
may usually be gained by this method. A 
group of children, for example, should be 
allowed to arrange themselves naturally, and 
the painter should ask them to retain their 
positions only to such an extent as may be 
absolutely necessary for the requirements of 
the composition. 

“I hardly know how I get children to sit 
so admirably for me,” said one of the best 
known child portraitists, as he explained his 
method to me. “I suppose, however, that it 
comes from my sincere desire to understand 
children. Probably the mode of treatment dif- 
fers with each child. They managed 
according totemperament.

HE last of the summer 
holidays marks the 
close of the resort 


season, according to 
tradition, but we do 
not always throw away 
straw hats on Septem- 
ber 15th, nor do we 
don summer apparel 
on Memorial Day. The 
world of fashion does not blindly accept these 
unwritten rulings. Some years we linger at 





Newport until the Indian summer, but in 
others we are glad to get away as soon as 
the last chords of the Casino concerts are 
played. Newport is a brief illusion in a 


way, and each year the season grows shorter. 
The first chills of approaching winter put 
an end to Bar Harbor for the general crowd, 
and even the Long Island and New Jersey 
coast resorts find it difficult to keep open 
much after September. And then our year 
is so crowded with events. We must up for 
the harvest home and the county fafr and the 
local horse show; for the hunt and for house 
parties and country life in the “Fall.” Motor 
speed trials on Long Island for some, motor 
excursions for others and again rest in the 
mountains of Virginia and trips to the pine 
forests of the Carolinas, before the rigors 
and frosts and whirl of the winter set in. 
There are new plays to be seen, friends and 
acquaintances to be greeted and shopping to 
be done. 


The Newport Horse Show is a veritable 
“function”—rather a dreary performance 
these days, when our interests are divided 
between quadrupeds and motors and when 
the horse has practically ceased to be our 


beast of burden or the winner or the loser 
of a hazard. Here are the same people sitting 
in the same boxes, year after year, saying 
the same things. The

Philadelphia and Chicago took up the 
cry and for a time these equine and sar- 
torial festivities were red letter events of the 
year. The Newport and Bar Harbor shows 
have been afterthoughts. Philadelphia, I be- 
lieve, has given up the custom and Mr. 
Alfred Vanderbilt and his associates have 
undertaken a new regime for the Madison 
Square Garden, this November. The fate of 


the innovation is in the balance.
